In 1833, she gave notice that she 
would no longer teach white pupils 
and this fact created sach conster- 
nation and indignation among the 
ple of Canterbury (the town in 
onn., in which the school was lo- 
cated) that the clergy led off in a 
most unchristian persecution of the 
modest Quakera, besmeared_ the 
school house with filth, resorted to 
all manver of intimidation toward 
teacher and pupils and at last set 
tire to the building anit forbade 
any person giving wid or comfort 
to| teacheg or pupils. This 4yas 
notall. Mrs. Philleo (Prudeffce 
Crandall) was imprisoned in the 
county jail, tried twice and con- 
victed, and upou appeal to theSa- 
preme Court of the sta e, wag ac- 
quitted ouly upon a

# true beroine slie continued to 
teach colored ladies and to day 
there are many who can testify to 
her benevolence, her exvelieut 
discipline. Mrs. Philleo is still 
living at Elk Falls, Kansas and is 
over 80 yeur8 of uge.

ILLITERACY IN THE SOUTH. 


Mr. Hale, speaking in advogacy 
of Mr. Allisou’s amendment to the 
edueational bill said, ‘‘[t penetrat- 
ed its impressive bollowness. All 
through this debate reference had 
been made tothe vast mass of 
black illiteracy, which the utmost 
efforts of the South had not been 
able to cope with. A tew senators 
ou the Republican side, with the 
solid vote on the other, might de- 
feat this amendment, but as a re- 
sult the cu.lored men would suffer, 
though that was no uew thing.

side, and a law was enacted that 
made slavery the rule and freedom 
the exception. For the colored 
man seized inthe North, fleeing 
from bondage, nay, with his feet 
almost pressed on the Canadian 
border, with the cap of liberty at 
his lips, was rathlessly remanded 
to chains and slavery by a law 
passed by such acombination. And 
he might, here and now, be kept 
for years out of his dacs by the de- 
feat of this amendment. His ¢a- 
reer had been beset by vicissitudes. 
He was in the Union army, bis sym- 
pathies were with the flag, be guid- 
ed the footsteps of the fleeing fugi- 
tives from the Southern prison, 
and when the war ended he emerg- 
ed agrim and pathetic picture, 
attracting the attention of Ameri- 
can statesman. 

“Then fellon bim a tempest, that 
if itdid not annihilate his race, 
might Well bave broken 
his spirit. The klu klak raiders 
hurried him from Virginia to Texas ; 
the Alabama klan drove him from 
the polls. The midnight riders of 
Louisiana hung him to the rafters 
of bis cabin. The first citizens of 
Kemper county shot him down iu 
the presence of his wife and chil- 
drep. New Orleans, Coushatta, 
and Copiah all told a story which 
the world would read with horror. 
Allthis time the colored man bas 
kept on and plied plow and hoe. 
Now, what he wants is education.

The largest meeting of the ecmmittee of 
arrangements for the twenty—fourth anni- 
versary of the emancipation of slaves in the 
District of Columbia was held last wednes 
day evening. The meeting was called to order 
by the chairman, W. H. Jackson; A. St. A, 
Smith, secretary, a.d R. F. Williams, assist- 
ant secretary. The’ committee on music re- 
ported that the National and Sandy spring 
bands have been engaged for April léth. 
Henry Miller and Silas Chapman reported 
the Ancient Independent Order of Moses, and 
Mt. Olivet Commandery. No.l. F. Wil- 
liams reported the Grand United Order of the 
Sons of Daughters of Liberty. The Rising 
Star Club, of Tennallytown (mounted), was 


reported by Charles Taylor. George W. 
Stewart Was present, and said that he vol- 


untarily came to give the ,proper party his 
support, and that he would uo all he could to 
make the affair a success. 

Capt. James A, Perry said that the Capital 
City Guards will turn out on the 16th for this 
Celebration, 

Tre following persons were added to the 
committee of arrangements: Henry Mlller, 
Silas Chapmun, Henson Stewart, Thornton 
Lewis, Charles Taylor, Rector Thomas, and 
Henry White, RK.C. Powell, was added to 
the executive commi'tee and Geo.

W hereas his recognition of merit irrespec- 
tive of color, in the appointment of Mr. Mat- 
thews, is an evidence that he will give to the 
negro greater recognition, notwitnstanding 
the oppostion of either party, whenever in his 
judgment he feels disposed so todo. The ap- 
pointment ofa negroto succeed another is 
not an official advancement of the race; nor is 
it more‘than what *our Republicans have 
done. The President is entitied to the thanks 
of the colored peuple for the appointment of 
one o! our race, and if this jis“his principle 
we have noteing to fear Weare of the opipn- 
jon that itis the color of Mr, Matthew. and 
not that he isa citzen of Albany, that has 
caused Republicans and Democrats to de- 
nounce him and condemn the superior judg 
ment of the president. Therfore be it. 

Resolved, That we, the colored citzen, in- 
dorse the appointment of James C. Matthews
